“Colonel Lord Burnham,’ the president,| 
and members of tho council of the Empire 
Pross Union on November Jst, entertained 
the Indian Press delogntes visiting Eng- 
land, at a reception at Stationers’ ‘Hall, 
to enable thom to meet editors and pro- 
prietors of the British Press. The Lord 
Mayor and other civic dignitaries were 
present. : 
Lord Burnham, in heartily welcoming 
the delegates, said tho Empire Press 
Union eprang not from the ashes, but, 
from the living embers of the Imperial 
Press Conference of 1908, which marked 


a great stage in the growth not only of] 


the newspaper Press, but, to his mind, 
of the Britich Commonwealth, For the 
first time that conferenee brought into: 
common council the representatives of the 
journals of the whole Dominions of thé 
Crown, The ideal of the conforence was 
to show thas the newspaper Press was th 
Lest means at the disposal of the Statens 
men of the Empire for securing that cbi 

munion of spirit without which 't] 

British Empire could not endure. Tho 
influence and power of the Press had 
often been recognised, but it was this 


conferenco that firat recognised the in- 
fluence and the power_of the Pressman. 
The power of the Press wos wholly 
irreaponsible before those who wielded. it 
became recognised in their individual 
capacity. He believed that the fixing of 
responsibility on the whole had had a 
good effect. ‘The Empiro Press Union 
know no distinetiun of race, religion, or 
volour, (Cheers.) It embraced. within 
its folds newspapers of all opinions. It 
did not discriminate against any ‘set ol 
writers or publishers. 7He deplored the; 
fact that up to the present they had not 
embraced in thdir organisation what was 
known us the vernacular Press of the 
Indian. Empi hey bad ‘always had 
with them an important contingent of tho 
Anglo-Indian Press. It would indeed be 
a pity if une visit of the delegation from 
india did not leas to tho formation of an 
Indian branch of both tho Angto-Indian 
and the Indian wembers in India. 
Empire Prose Uniorf was created for 
better understanding, mutual help, and 
common efficicncy in the hole newspaper 
Press of our 1ar-flung Commonwealth, te 
way a commonplace to say the newspaper 
Press waa the organised and organisity 
expression of public opinion. It was sait 
by one of tho instruments of ‘despotism 
in the past that ublid opinion was 
good guide but a nd master.. He waa, 
told that it wag on the news side that, the; 
Indian Press of India perhaps: fell ‘short 
of what, with greater resotirces and longér 
oxperience, we had’ been able. to: organise 
in this country. We prided ourselves op 
the claim that the newspaper “Preed; of 
England hod more or less given; thd for 
and pattern to the newspaper Pipis o£, the} 
world. There was room on our:side for 
giving facilities for a news service to 
Indian Press of India, which would 
enable them to form and educate the great 
masses of people of all nations and all 
classes who make up tho. Indien Empire. 


He could not welcome the representatives | 


of India without referring to the glbrious 
services India had rendered to the ire 
during the great war. Cheers.) at 
great’ Dependency had not token up the 
quiescent role which British writers bad 
too often assigned to her in the paat. Sha 
had not head the legions of the West 
thunder without doing anything herself. 
On the contrary, she had been in the thick 
of the fight on all the fronts. In parti- 
.| cular, she had contributed to the victories 
which had caused the surrender of Turkey, 
and, indirectly, also the coming surrender 
of Austria, and, possibly, the surrender 
of Germany herself. A campaign might 
have effects far grenter i 
success scomed, to warrant. There was no 
doubt that General Allenby’s dramatic and 
Napoleonic advance in Byria had been the 
turning-point in the last phasd of the war, 
and hi roduced that demoralisation 
which . hi culminated in thet day’s 
glorious triumph. In that advance 
Indian troops played a most important 
part. It wae not only the Regular Army 
of India but the Imperial service troops 
also which contributed to General 
‘Allenby's triurnph. Therefore, if we hod 
been "able to say to Turkey, 28 to Austria. 
in Shakespeare’s worda, “ You must buy 
the peace with full accord of all our just 
demands,’’ it was very largely duc to the 
magnificent qualities shown by the Indian 
Army in tho ficld, and particularly in the 
Eastern campaigns. It was therefore in 
the spirit of sincere admiration for what 
the Indian Army had done that. they 
welcomed ‘ the Indian representatives. 
The comrndeship of ideals in | this: war 
must have a profound effcet on the miitual 
relations of the Indian Empire witht prdat 
Britain an@ the rest of our Common- 
| wealth. No man could tell what the exact 
eficet would be, but if it produced that 
unity of spirit and communit# of .ondoa- 
vour without. which therd was no hope for 
the future amongst the different parte of 
tho, Empire and tho English-speakiog 
| world, then even the horrors of thi war 
J} would not have n without recompense 
and return. (Cheers,) ' 
GONSOLIDATION OF INTERRET. 

The Lord Mayor, in supporting the 
welcome on behalf of the City of London, 
neaured the delegates of tho abiding and 
srofound intorest which tho City took in 
Phdin—that gom of tho British - Empire: 
In Great Britnin we looked upon India

wan nathing but the most ardent devotion 
and attachtnent to the Indian , Empire 
and its people, and he truated they would 
reproduce that sentiment on. their return.

| A LBAGUE OF NATIONS. 


VIFCOUNT GREY ON THE NATURAL 
COMPENSATION FOR THE WAR. : 


EXAMPLE OF THE MARITIME CUSTOMS’ 
SERVICE IN CHINA. ° 


Viscount Grey delivered, at the Central 
Ball, Westminster, recently, his oagerly- 
anticipated address on the subject of a 
League of Nations. It was one of the 
greatest, indoor meetings held in London 
during the war. The hall was rapidly 
filled. to ite fullest capacity, and many 
hundreds of people attended an overflow 
meeting at Oaxton Hall, where the ox- 
Foreign Secretary made o second speech. 

Mr, G, N. Barnes, M.P., who presided, 
said they hoped Viscount Grey would live 
to see the inauguration of a permanent 
world peace. AD all-embracing League, 
of Nations might be said to be our main 
war aim. 

188UES OF THE WAR, 

Viscount Grey, who was received with 
prolonged cheering, said: One of the 
commonest objections to & League of 
Nations is that we have bad these echemes 
before, and they have never come to any- 
thing, therefore why should they come to 
anything now. A league is machinery, 
and machinery is of no use unless there is 
power to drive it, and tho whole point is 
that after this war there may be motive- 
power sufficient to work it. (Cheers.) 
There has been no war like thie in record. 
ed histury. Are we to suppose that 
human nature is 80 unteachable, sv un- 
alterable, that all the tremendous experi. 
ence which this generation bas gone 
through is to have no permanent or 
lasting effect? This wor aa shown the 
present generation not merely what war 
means to-day, with all the inventions of 
science, but what it may mean twenty 
yeurs heneo if it takes place—something 
more horrible and terrible than this war 
has been over any previous war. Our 
whole cage iy that’the world at large will 
bo convinced at the end of this war that 


another world-wide war will be a crime 
and disaster to be avoided at all costa. 
(Cheers.) That is what you must rely 
upon to make the mactrinery of a League 
of Nations work. Another thing upon’ 
which I rely for tho future, in our time, 
at ony rate, is tho men who survive in 
this war and como back from the fighting. 
They are going tw be the most carnest in 
keeping the pence of the future, (Cheers.) 
They wish the war to be brought to @ 
sucovesful conclusion which will meke 
peace secure, ‘and they ore determined 
that after it iq secure, so far as it lies 
with them, there shall be no more fighting 
in their lives. (Cheers,.) A league of 
Nations is therefore tle machinery to 
carry vul the determination on the part 
of the world at large that it will stop 
future wars, If that determination does 
not exist the machinery is of no use. If 
it dovs exist, I believe the world at large 
will insist upon the machinery being 
brought into use. This is why I believe 
that the formation of a League of Nations 
is nét only possible, but is a test of whe 
ther the experience of this war has altered 
the whole point of view. of nations with 
regard to war in general, (Hear, hear.) 
Let me take one or two points which 
we ought to hayo definitely eettled in 
our minds with regard to the working 
of the League. How is it going to affect 
fiscal questions? There, again 1 take 
what 1 understand to be resident 
Wilson’s attitude. He says, ‘ No econo- 
mic boycott within the League of 
Nations’; but, os 1 understand, he oon- 
templates each individual member of the 
‘| League, cach Empire, each State, each 
Republic, whatever it may be, aa being 
free within the League to settle its own 
fiscal quostions for iteelf. (Hear, hear.) 
We may have, probably shall have, our 
own fights here about the fiscal question 
-—(laughter)—it will bo very surprising if 
there is not some discussion, some con- 
troversy—-but with regard! to the League 
of Nations, we might keep that outside 
the questién of the League; and settle that 
for ourselves in our own way. But, 
having settled our fiscal system, we must 
recognise that we ehall bo bound to apply 
that system equally to all the other mem- 
beis of the League, and not differentiate. 
(Hear, hear.) That 1 understand to be 
the principle laid down by President 
Wilson. It is the principle which cer- 
tainly commenda itself to me—(cheers)— 
and which, I think, must ‘be acco; ted if 
tho League of Nationa is to be a Ue 
that will gutmrantee thn peace 
world. Another poiut in connection with 
the fiscal side of tho League. During this 
war there has boon brought into existence 
an economic boycott of the enemy coun- 
‘| tries—(hear, hear)—and I sm told it has 
been very effecti (Hear, hear.) The 
machinory for it is in existence. In my 
opinion the Allies who have brought that 
machinory into oxistenco should. keop it 
fig part of the League of Nations, and if 
in future yoarn nn individual member of 
the Longue breaks the covenant of tho 
Lenguo, that coonomic woapon is going 
to be a most poworful weapon in its 
hands. (Cheers) It will bo most valu- 
ablo as o future irifluonco in kooping 
pence and doterring nations who. have 
come into the Leaguo from bronking any 
covonants. But if it is to, be a valunble 
influonce for that purpose you muat not 
bring it into existence beforo the purpose 
hng arisen, and before thero has been some 
approach to a covenant. (Choers.)

selves. So I think you hava got to go 
very carefully in the definite proposals 
you may suggest with’ regard to disarma- 


ment. One thing I do not mind saying 
at once—-before this war armaments, 
naval and military, had been going up 
by’ leaps and bounds, Germany had been 
forcing the pace in both. She Jed the 
way up the hill in increasing extent; she 
must lead the way down the hill, (Pro- 


longed cheers.) That, as a first condi- 


tion, from my poing of view, goes without 
anying. There can be no talk of disxrma- 


ment till Germany, the great ormourer, 
js disarmed, (Cheers.) But J think we 


can go further than that. I think the 
League of Nations might insist upon each 
Government which is a member of the 
League becoming itself respunsible for the 
amount of armaments made in ita own 
country. It might be thnt a vast number, 
of ships and guns were being made, and 
the Government eay, ‘“ Oh, these are being 
made by private firms for other coun- 
tries; we have nothing to do with them.” 
I do not sec why it is impossible for 
Governments to ugrec that they will keep 
thet matter in their own hands (cheers) 
—that they will give the fullest’ public 


information and the fullest particulars 


for acquiring information ay to the actual 
amount of what are called armaments 
being constructed or available in each 
country at any given time. If that is 
done, and you find some Government be- 
ginning to force the puce in armaments, 
I rather think you will find the League 
of Nations being brought to bear, and 
discuesions arising whether it is not timo 
tw bring the economic machinery inte use 
before things go any further. (Hear, 
hear.) A League of Nations may have 
considerable power, provided Govern- 
ments admit responsibility the 


amount of armaments boing constructed. 
But evon 60, you will nevor by any re- 
gulations you may make about armaments 
dispuse complotely of the question. Sup- 
posing to-morrow or after tho war is over 
financial pressure was so groat, and the 
feeling that another war was very remote

moral this, then, that the one thing which 
is going to produce disarmament in the 
world is a senge of security ? It is because 
J believe a Loague of Nations may produce 
and will produce that sense of security 
in the world at large, and will make dis- 
armament in the sense of reduction of 
armaments a reality and not a sham, thot 
I advocate it.
